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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Dump Location 


The problems associated with locating a municipal 
dump are obviously serious; no one wants the facility 
near his home. 

Least of all, under present conditions, do residents 
near the present dump want that town disposal area to be 
continued in their neighborhood. But equally upset over 
the possibilities of any move to re-locate the facility are 
residents of any other section of the town where it would 
be possible to put the dump. 

In truth, no one wants it; it’s most objectionable to 
those living nearby, because those people know from 
experience how disagreeable it is: it’s equally obnoxious 
to residents in any country area of the community, who 
can see their property values going down and their neigh- 
borhoods becoming littered. 

The committee studying this situation has rightly 
decided that a continuance of the dump where it is, with a 
sanitary land-fill to keep down the nuisance as much as 
possible, is the best possible answer. 

It is true that low and generally undesirable land can be 
reclaimed for use by the land-fill method of dumping. And 
the Selectmen have further decided to ask the voters for a 
by-law amendment that would allow a sanitary land-fill 
dump in any section of town where it was thought feasible 
to put it. In general, this amendment would legalize the 
present dump site — which has been existing on the fringe 
of legality in West Andover residential areas — and allow 
dumping in residential and industrial areas of the town. 


Political Pot Bubbling 


The political pot, without even taking time to get warm, 
is suddenly boiling vigorously. 

There are six candidates for Selectman, at this writing, 
and at least three for School Committee, with another 
‘*nossible’’ candidate waiting to make up his mind. 

And on top of this, fluoridation is beginning to emerge 
as the same partisan issue it always has been — one 
where opinions are strong on both sides of the question, 
and where there is little chance that opponents will find a 
compromise solution. 

Thus it appears that the March election will be interest- 
ing and rewarding, in that the voters will have the oppor- 
tunity to makea reasonable judgment among the candidates. 

As long as this opportunity is presented, nothing too 
wrong can happen to our type of government. It’s only 
when candidates remain unopposed over a period of time 
that our system can become stagnant, and is in danger of 


attack. 
Don’t Open The Warrant 


A last-minute effort to place an article in the warrant 
concerning a free dental clinic has inadvertently caused 
the Selectmen to make a tough decision. 

The Board, in refusing to re-open the warrant, had to 
draw a fine line concerning the effects of opening the 
warrant for an individual request, and the merits of the 
request itself, 

The Board acted on the premise that opening the war- 
rant, after it is legally closed, sets a precedent that could 
lead to a flood of requests for similar treatment. 

But because the request in this case concerned fluorid- 
ation, it was more difficult for the members to take this 
action, without giving the appearance of acting on the 
merits of the issue, 

The Board used excellent judgment in not opening the 
warrant. In the future, we would hope that the members 
would not even discuss the particular article in question, 
prior to making the same decision. That way, there will 
be no possible risk of offending anyone over the merits 
of the article. 


Roster For Publie Service 


There has been a lot of talk recently about getting new 
faces into town government, via the several study com- 
mittees that are appointed by the manager and Selectmen. 

A good many years ago, the same question came up. And 
at that time a few new men and women were drawn into 
town government. They have, over the years, become the 
‘‘same old faces’’ that are the subject of comment now. 

It’s a good idea to bring fresh minds and willing workers

Action Soon On 
Fluoridation Bill 


Prompt legislative action on a 
bill seeking to have the question 
of fluoridation appear on the March 
election ballot can be expected, 
according to Rép. Arthur Williams. 

Mr. Williams said the House 
committee should be reporting the 
bill soon, following last Thursday’s 
hearing on the subject. 

Appearing at the hearing in favor 
of the bill were Jaycees President 
Gerald Silverman, Atty.
